The Drama Club presented “A Christmas Carol” 
during the holiday season, adapting Charles Dickens’ 
original tale for théir performance. “A Christmas Carol 
tells the tale of Ebenezer Scrooge, an elderly miser who 
receives visits from the ghosts of Christmas past, present 
and yet to come, as well as Jacob Marley, his former 
business partner. Scrooge changes into a nicer, gentler 
man after their visits. 

The production was a unique adaptation made using 
improvised theater exercises. Each performance was 
therefore slightly different. The ensemble's communal, 
frequently improvised effort serves as the basis for the 
script in this way of creating the production. 

The cast created the play’s narrative by working 
together on modernizing the timeless Dickens’ story of 
avarice and redemption through devised theater 
exercises.

LGBTO+'studefits and their allies gathered outside the school on 
March 3, 2023, opposing Shawn Oliver, the incoming Ward 3 City 
Councilman. His contentious Facebook posts were the catalyst for the 
conflict after he won the Ward 3 seat in the election. Screenshots were 
published from Oliver's personal Facebook page that repeated memes 
from earlier in the decade that the student group deemed "transphobic" 
and "misogynistic" caused problems. 

Junior Ender Sequeira said, “At around 5-5:30 p.m., we will meet up 
in front of City Hall so we can get there before Shawn Oliver gets put 
into his position at 6 p.m. so we can protest against him going into the 
office.” 

Junior Adrian Aranjo said, “We are fighting for the LGBTQ+ of New 
Bedford to be respected, and for an apology.” 

Sophomore Robyn McKeehan said, “We were fighting against him 
being elected as he had posted memes which were hateful in myriad of 
ways, and when called out by certain groups, Shawn Oliver, the 
incoming Ward 3 City Councilman said, ‘Clearly I’m doing something 
right,’ which shows these are values of his and he might intend on 
implementing them into action, which is what we were fighting and also 
elected officials should not be hateful people at all 

Students expressed hope in addition to anger and displeasure in light 
of the enthusiastic drivers honking their horns in supportof the protest, 
as principal Bernadette Coelho watched the protest and supported it 
with a handful of other teachers and administrators.
